ENGINEER Brian Forster joined the Navy at 16 as an 
aircraft electrical apprentice but struggled to find 
work when he came out in 1990, having started a 
family in Chard. 

He furthered his education by taking a degree in 
digital systems and then studied opto-electronics. 
After he finished at the Hamburg University of Tech¬ 
nology (TUHH) he moved to Bristol and got a job 
working with access control systems. Later he be¬ 
came self-employed, integrating test equipment for 
Merlin helicopters in Portsmouth. 

He now lives in Crewkerne with one of his daugh¬ 
ters who attends Wadham School. Wanting to be in¬ 
volved in the community, he became a volunteer 
receptionist at the Aqua Centre and two years later 
joined ABCD, helping with the Town Plan projects, 
and is now their treasurer. 

He has also started his own business, ProtoypeMe, 
making one-off design projects for his clients and 
has worked closely with Plymouth University. Still 
keen on volunteering, he drives the CVT bus, is in¬ 
volved with the Town Team and was elected chair¬ 
man of the Civic Society for a five minutes until it 
was forced to disband due to lack of committee 
members.

I am fairly well- 
travelled from the Navy but I never quite made America, 
I got as far as Bermuda and broke my arm so got shipped 
back. 

• WHAT would you like on your desert island? 

I only really need a tool kit because then I could make 
anything else I wanted, but I would like internet access 
because you need such an intense library to cover all the 
engineering text. I would like my MP3 collection too. 

• DO you cook? 

Yes I'm quite a good cook. I make traditional English food 
and some foreign food and I'm a dab hand at Navy pot 
mess, that is whatever is around and chuck it in a pot. 

• DOES engineering run in you family? 

My grandfather on my mother's side was the co-devel- 
oper of the colour TV in the 1960s and often flew to 
America, and his father was one of the first electricians 
in the country, so my grandfather did his apprenticeship 
under his dad. On my father's side, my grandfather was

a boiler maker in Sunderland docks and built the bul¬ 
bous bows on ships. 

• ARE you an animal lover? 

Yes, I like all animals and have three cats. I like dogs too 
but with my lifestyle I wouldn't have time for regular 
walks.

• WHAT was your fist engineering project? 

During my field training in the Navy, I was in 829 
Squadron, RNAs Portland on the wasp helicopters. It was 
from February 1982 until November and during the Falk- 
lands, I was put on HMS Galatea and told we were going 
down in the second wave, but there was no second 
wave. 

• WHAT has volunteering meant to you? 

First of all it was to get out of the house and meet new 
people and make new friends but it also started opening 
new doors. It isn't a fast process and you have got to be 
patient and not overreach too much, only take on what 
you can handle.

Factory worker accused of killing 
girlfriend in plot with his mistress 


A POLISH factory worker murdered his Chard girl¬ 
friend and burned her body in a plot with his lover 
and her uncle to claim a six-figure insurance pay¬ 
out, a court heard yesterday. 

Rafal Nowak, 31, killed business analyst Cather¬ 
ine Wells-Burr (pictured right) while she slept, a 
jury was told. 

His mistress Anna Lagwinowicz and her uncle, 
Tadevsz Dmytryszyn, both Polish, helped to dis¬ 
pose of her body, it is alleged. 

Dmytryszyn drove the corpse to a field and it was 
set on fire using petrol, the court heard. 

Miss Wells-Burr, 23, was said to have been look¬ 
ing forward to a future with Nowak after they 
bought a house together, with Aviva insurance 
cover on their mortgage. 

The trio are accused of murdering her so Nowak 
could gain ownership of the property and cash in 
the £123,000 policy. 

Prosecutors say they planted fake messages sug¬ 
gesting their victim was having an affair with a 
'mystery man' who they hoped would be blamed for 
her death. 

The group are said to have burned Miss Wells- 
Burr's body in her red Ford Focus early in the 
morning to allow Nowak to get to work and have 
an alibi. 

Prosecutor Richard Smith QC said Miss Wells- 
Burr was probably suffocated in bed for her new- 


build 'smart' home in Chard, Somerset - and simply 
to get rid of her. 

Mr Smith said: 'She thought that, in Nowak, she 
had a caring partner to share the new house with .. 
. How very sadly wrong she was.' 

He said Lagwinowicz had a 'fatal attraction' to 
Nowak and 'absolutely despised' the dead woman. 

The jury was told Nowak and Lagwinowicz 
struck up a relationship after he moved from Poland 
in 2008, leaving behind his wife and child. 

But in 2010 he met Miss Wells-Burr when she 
worked at a factory in her university summer break, 
and is said to have two-timed both women before 
leaving Lagwinowicz. Mr Smith said: 'Lagwinow¬ 
icz was bitterly jealous and bitterly spiteful.' 

Hatched a plan 

Miss Wells-Burr and Nowak moved in together 
after she graduated from Bath Spa university. She 
became a business analyst for Numatic Interna¬ 
tional - maker of Henry vacuum cleaners - where 
Nowak, her parents and sister were also employed. 

Nowak is said to have then begun an affair with 
Lagwinowicz and hatched a plan to kill his girl¬ 
friend. 

Mr Smith told Bristol Crown Court: 'The defen¬ 
dants tried to create a false trail intended to raise 
suspicion that Catherine was seeing, meeting with, 
perhaps having an affair with some unknown mys¬ 


tery man. 

'When her body 
was found 

[Nowak] was in a 
position to be 
able to say she 
was receiving 
texts, she was 
under threat - 
whatever he felt 
would add colour, 
mystery and lies.' 

Nowak played 
the role of doting 
boyfriend just 
days before 
Catherine's death, 
holding hands 
and kissing her in 
front of family 
members. 

But police did not believe the ruse and the three 
were arrested. 

Mr Smith said: 'They planned the murder together 
with the input and help of Lagwinowicz's uncle. By 
killing Catherine in those early hours, they knew 
they would secure a life insurance policy as a result, 
the home for Nowak - Catherine would be removed 
from their lives.' 


He described how Lagwinowicz was 'bitterly 
spiteful' when she and Nowak split. 

'She never got over it,' Mr Smith said. 'She never 
got over the loss of her Polish boyfriend to his Eng¬ 
lish girlfriend. She wanted him back. 

'It seems she embarked on a path of jealousy, vin¬ 
dictiveness. She tried to unsettle the relationship 
with the new English girlfriend. 

'Texts were sent, things were said - all designed, 
it seemed, to drive a wedge between Nowak and 
Catherine. 

'It is that simmering discontent, a fatal attraction, 
that never disappeared. It is a theme of this case.' 

Mr Smith added: 'These three knew Nowak had 
time to leave his home, get himself to the local fac¬ 
tory where he worked and check in as the flames 
engulfed the car some miles away. 

'In the hope of avoiding detection, the defendants 
tried to create a false trail intended to raise suspi¬ 
cion that Catherine was seeing, meeting with, per¬ 
haps having an affair with some unknown mystery 
man.’ 

Nowak, Lagwinowicz, 32, and Dmytryszyn, 38, 
deny murdering Miss Wells-Burr, whose remains 
were discovered last September. The trial, due to 
last eight weeks, continues.

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Too old to buy - think about 
it as a fast track savings plan!

MANY buyers who are 
over 40 will find that the 
rule about all mortgages 
switching to repayment 
(as opposed to interest 
only) can make the pay¬ 
ments very high. This is 
because the repayment 
part of the mortgage is 
over a shorter term. 
Younger buyers now tend 
to favour repayment 
mortgages over 30 or so 
years, as this means they 
have longer to repay the 
principal debt which 
means that the monthly 
payments are lower. 

For the older buyer 30 
years may not be an op¬ 
tion. Mortgage compa¬ 
nies will generally lend up 
to 70 years of age - some 
more and some less. This 
reduced lending term 
means that the capital 
sum has to be repaid over 
a shorter time making the 
payments somewhat 
higher. This can really 
stretch affordability and 
some buyers are deterred 
by this and choose to re¬ 
main renting instead.This 
may be a mistake as look¬ 
ing at the payments in 
isolation means that only 
a piece of the puzzle is 
being examined and the 
whole picture of the jig¬ 
saw is being missed. 

The first exercise is to 
break down the monthly 
payments and look at the 
amount that is interest 
and the amount that is 
capital. Treat the interest 
part as you would rent - a 
payment to a third party 


for which you receive no 
return. Then look at the 
capital repayment 
which is the amount you 
are reducing the loan by. 
Treat this as savings. 
Every savings payment 
you make reduces the 
debt, it increases your eq¬ 
uity and so increases your 
wealth. Then be honest - 
if you were not forced 
into making this monthly 
savings payment would 
you honestly save it vol¬ 
untarily! 

Two years ago we sold a 
house to someone buy¬ 
ing at the age of 46. The 
mortgage payments 
were fixed at £1222 per 
month for two years and 
then were to fall to £1000 
per month thereafter. 
They were paying £750 
per month in rent.The in¬ 
terest was £800 for the 
first 2 years falling then to 
£600 per month. The 
other £400 was to repay 
the principal debt. 

Two years later the equity 
in the property has in¬ 
creased by £10,000 more 
or less. They now have 
only 16 years to go on the 
mortgage, and the 
monthly interest pay¬ 
ments are nowlower than 
the rent that was being 
paid before. After those 
16 years the payments 
then go down to NIL for 
the rest of their lives sav¬ 
ing them £750 per month 
or £9,000 per year. 


Buying later may be more 
expensive - but it is the 
classic case of the easy 
road gets harder and the 
hard road gets easier. 

PS An economist - David 
Smith in the Sunday 
Times - has highlighted 
the fact that household 
debt is actually falling. 
This is unprecedented 
and shows that mortgage 
lending has stopped the 
property market working 
properly. Households 
have been paying down 
debt over the period of 
the recession but that is 
not the reason for the fall. 
Our household debt is 


mostly made up of mort¬ 
gage borrowing. When an 
older person sells or 
downsizes that home 
normally goes to a new 
buyer who takes out a 
mortgage. In other words 
an old small mortgage is 
paid off and replaced 
with a new large mort¬ 
gage. This means that 
while housholds clear 
personal debt overall 
debt does not fall. The 
fact that it has fallen 
means that fewer new 
mortgages have been 
taken out. That means 
fewer people have been 
buying. No wonder the 
budget had such gener¬ 
ous incentives for the 
housing market!

THE latest version of the Volkswagen Golf GTD, which was 
introduced at the Geneva International Motor Show last 
month, is now available to order in the UK, with prices start¬ 
ing at £25,285 on the road - just £310 more than the previ¬ 
ous model despite enhancements in performance and 
equipment. 

The new GTD is powered by a 2.0-litre turbocharged com¬ 
mon rail diesel engine (TDI) with 184 PS. Maximum torque 
- the characteristic that arguably best defines the easily ac¬ 
cessible performance of the GTD - has risen from 350 Nm 
(258 lbs ft) to 380 Nm (280 lbs ft) from just 1,750 rpm. Ac¬ 
celeration from zero to 62 mph takes just 7.5 seconds, while 
the top speed is 142 mph, yet the new Golf GTD consumes 
just one gallon of fuel every 67.3 miles, making for C02 
emissions of only 109 g/km. With the optional six-speed 
DSG, fuel consumption is 62.8 mpg and C02 emissions of 
119 g/km. As evidence of the progress which Volkswagen 
has made over the years in combining performance and 
economy, when the first generation Golf BlueMotion went 
on sale at the end of 2007, it too returned 62.8 mpg and had 
C02 emissions of 119 g/km.
